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BURNING OF A MISSISSIPPI 


STEAMER.

was destroyed by fire on the Mississippi at Plaque- 
mines, Louisiana. Four white men lost their lives, 
the remainder of,those who perished being negroes. 
Sad details are sent by the New York Corre- 
spondent of the Daily News. The fire was dis- 
covered at midnight. Most of the passengers were 
asleep. The steamer was laden with cotton, which 
was ina very dry condition, and the flames spread 
with fearful rapidity. Within three minutes the 
vessel was one sheet of flame from stem to stern. 
The scene was terrible in the extreme. Men 
yelled and ran about the deck like maniacs ; 
others, screaming at the top of their voices, 
threw themselves into the river. The chief clerk, 
Mr. Powell, went to every door, and made certain 
that the passengers and hands were awake, and 
urged them to hurry to the front of the boat 
before they were cut off. They did so, but were 
thrown into confusion by the darkness of the 
night, the blinding smoke, and their own fright. 
The smoke was so thick and suffocating from the

JIM GIVENS’S HEROISM. 


A New York correspondent says :—** The latest 
reports of the Mississippi steamer disaster give 
an account of a remarkable deed of heroism, 
performed by a deck hand named Jim Givens. 
When the burning steamer touched the bank and 
bounded away, the pilot left the wheel and 
sprang overboard. Givens quickly realised that 
the salvation of allon board depended upon the 
steamer being brought back to the bank. The 
pilot - house was surrounded by flames, but 
the brave fellow sprang to the wheel, and 
brought the steam-boat’s head again to the 
bank, and, in order to keep her there, 
made the wheel fast in proper position. The 
fire swept over the pilot-house, and he was 
imprisoned by the flames. To escape, it was 
necessary to push through a wall of fire. He 
made a dash for the side of the vessel, and, 
although frightfully burned, succeeded in reach- 
ingit. With his clothing all ablaze he jumped 
into the river, and struggled to the bank, where 
he was pulled ashore by willing hands in a 
horribly burnt and exhausted state. He died, 
after indescribable agony, a few hours later. 
The case is a striking parallel to that of Jim 
Bludsoe, the hero of John Hay’s poem, who 
died at the helm of a Mississippi steamer which 
was on fire, in accordance with his vow to ‘hold 
her nozzle agin the bank till the last galoot’s 
ashore.’ ” 

THE MISSISSIPPI STEAM-BOAT, KATE ADAMS, 

arrying 200 passengers and 1200 bales of cotton, 
aa ci Burnt near Memphis, whither she was 
bound, on the morning before Christmas Day. 
The fire broke out among some cotton bales near 
the bow, and the wind soon swept itaft. The 
ofticers behaved admirably, running the steam- 
boat ashore in the course of a few minutes, and 
then launching the boats to land the passengers. 
Many of those on deck in a panic jumped over- 
board. Twenty-four lives are: known to have 
been lost, and several passengers are missing, 
and it is thought that about forty persons in all 
have perished. Another steamer, named the Leif 
Erickson, was burned the same day near Seattle, 
Washington Territory. Six persons perished in 
the fire.

A FATAL ICE ACCIDENT 


ocenrred last Sunday afternoon at Blurton, North 
Staffordshire. Whilst four lads were sliding on a 
duck-pond they were precipitated into the water, and 
a young man, a farmer’s son, hearing their cries for 
assistance, with great gallantry leapt into the water, 
and with considerable difficulty succeeded in rescuing 
three of the lads in an exhausted condition. The 
fourth, named Arthur Colclough, aged nine years, 
residing at a place called Dresden, was drowned. 
Three boys—Herbert Taylor and two brothers named 
Forster—were drowned the same evening while slid- 
ing on a pit at Marston, in Cheshire. On Sunday 
night also three boys, ranging from twelve to fifteen 
years of age, were sliding on the ice covering a dis- 
used quarry-hole at Queensferry, near Dunfermline, 
when the ice gave way, and they were all three 
drowned. 

A youth named Fdward Lewis, son of the head- 
gardener to the late Mr. Bulkeley Hughes, M.P., 
was drowned on Monday whilst skating on a lake 
near Menai Bridge. At Rhosllunerchrugog, Ruabon, 
on Monday evening, a shop assistant named Pritchard 
was skating on an old pit mouth with his companion 
when the ice broxe suddenly, and he was precipitated 
into the pit. A frantic effort was made to save the 
youth, but he got under the ice and was lost tosight.

RAILWAY SHOCK AT LOUGHBOROUGH. 


In consequence of the dense fog which 
prevailed in the metropolis on Monday 
an accident occurred at Loughborough 


Junction, on the London, Chatham, 


and Dover Railway, whereby about a 
shakén, one so 
severely as to necessitate his removal to 
St, Bartholomew’s Hospital. At about 
seven o’clock a thick fog suddenly 
settled, and the fogmen were ordered

to their posts. A London and South- 


Western Railway Company’s train 


from Ludgate-hill to Richmond was 
standing on the down road of the 


Metropolitan Extension Line, at the 
platform, waiting for the starting 


signal to proceed to Brixton. A train 
on the same pair of rails left Camber- 
well New-road at seven p.m., and the 
signals were against 
Loughborough Junction. The driver, 
however, could not see them, and, mis- 
taking his position, he allowed his train 
torun slowly intothestation, at7.2p.m., 
with the result that the heavy engine 
collided with the rear brake-van of the 
stationary South-Western train. The 
shock was conveyed along the whole 
length of the latter by the close 
buffers, and the front wheels of the 


brake next the engine were thrown off 
the metals. Twelve people handed in 


their names to the officials as having 
been shaken. There were no cuts or 
broken limbs. They were all South- 
Western Railway passengers, and all 
were able to go to their homes, except- 
ing one man named King, living in 


Water-lane, Brixton, who was taken 


to Snow-hill, the nearest station to 
St. Bartholomew’s Hospital. Traffic 
on the down line was delayed for about 


an hour and a half, but one road only 


was affected. 


MASONIC BENEVOLENCE. 


Durme the year which closed last 
Monday Masonic benevolence produced 


an amount for the three English 

Masonic Charitable Institutions com- 

bined far surpassing that of any pre- 

vious twelvemonth, and exceeding the 

largest annual sum hitherto collected 

for them by £21,855. 
* * * 

The Royal Masonic Institution for 
Girls, the oldest of the three institu- 
tions, which celebrated the completion 
of its first hundred years of existence 
on June 7, shows a total receipt of 
£49,259 4s. 4d.; the youngest of the 
institutions, the Royal Masonic Bene- 
volent Institution for Aged Freemasons 
and Widows of Freemasons, a sum of 
£21,361 15s. 1d.; and the Royal Masonic 
Institution for Boys, which was ninety 
years old last year, the amount of 
£12,293 2s. 5d., a less sum than either 
of these institutions has received in 
any one of the previous seven years. 

* * * 


The largest amounts in former years 
obtained by these institutions were 
£25,968 4s. 4d. in 1887 by the Bene- 
volent Institution and £25,010 17s. 1d. 
in 1883 by the Boys’ School; but both 
these institutions were most seriously 
affected in 1888 by the special effort 
made to celebrate the centenary of the 
Girls’ School last year by an extra- 
ordinary subscription, which realised, 
under the chairmanship of the Prince 
of Wales at the festival at the Albert 
Hall, £44,660 14s. 11d. The Boys 
School and the Benevolent Institution 
will not have such an adverse circum- 
stance to contend against this year, 
and the totals of the three will probably 
resume their normal amounts.

Apart from these institutions, an- 
other body which is doing a great 
work in relieving distress is the Board 
of Benevolence, which meets once a 
month, and dispenses the Fund of 
Benevolence, to which every English 
Freemason, by the very fact of his be-
